A BRIEF PROFILE 


— His Holiness Sri Visvesatirtha Swami ji of Pejavara Matha founded 
two large institutions in Bangalore ; one to foster rigorous studies in Sanskrit 
and related classical subjects, and the other to serve as a nodal center for 
academic research in the fields of philosophy and religion. The 
.Poornaprajna Vidyapeetha Sanskrit pathasala was established by 
"Swamiji a little over a half-century ago, in 1956, with just 5 students. The 
d Vidyapeetha is a residential school that provides education to students from 


. primary to post-graduation, with food, shelter, and education being 
_ provided free to all students. Now over 450 students study here at any given 
| time, and over the years many thousands of scholars have studied here. 
: These alumni play an important role in the continuance of our ancient 
classical traditions of learning, have received honors from various state 
- and central governments as well as academic and religious organisations, 
- and have earned accolades from laymen and religious seers from various 
traditions. They are to be found serving as lecturers, readers, professors, 
and other academics in universities and research institutions, and some are 
even heads of Mathas of various philosophical traditions. 


The Poornaprajna Samshodhana Mandiram (PPSM), the companion 
institution of the PPVP mentioned above, is the other brain-child of H.H. 

- Sri Pejávara Swamiji, and was started by him in 1988. This pioneering 
Sanskrit research institute aims to enable the serious academic study of 
those interested in Sanskrit literature, as a part of upholding Swamiji’s 
vision of preserving and propagating the rich cultural and textual heritage 
of Indian philosophy. As a part of its activities in furtherance of this goal, 
the PPSM has gathered and carefully preserved a significant collection of 


rare manuscripts and books, and publishes many rare works in Sanskrit, — 
Kannada, and English, some never before seen in print. 


The Human Resource Development (HRD) Ministry of the Government | 
of India recognised the PPSM as a model research institute, and included | 
it in the prestigious group of the Rashtriya Sanskrit Samsthan (Deemed — 
University) in 1994. The HRD Ministry sanctioned financial assistance of 
95% by way ofa grant through the Rashtriya Sanskrit Samsthan. This aid is 
gratefully acknowledged, and is being diligently utilised for meeting the 
purpose intended. 


The PPSM is governed by a Parent Body (akin to a board of directors) 
with H.H. Sri Pejavara Swamiji as its Chairman. Prof. D. Prahlada Char 
is the Chairman of the Managing Committee of the PPSM and continues to 
be involved in the activities of the PPSM, such as in teaching many students, 
advising advanced research students, and editing of texts. 


Dr. A.V. Nagasampige took over as Director in July 2001 and is 
dedicatedly serving the Institute with the support of all staff of Poornaprajna 
Samshodhana Mandiram. 


Prof. K.T. Pandurangi, Upa-kulapati of Poornaprajna Vidyapeetha, 
Members of Poornaprajna Vidyapeetha Pratishthana and heads of faculties 
including Principal of Poornaprajna Vidyapeetha, are encouraging the 
activities of Poornaprajna Samshodhana Mandiram.

A Kosha in Sanskrit is the equivalent to a detailed Dictionary 
of meanings and references to terms used for standard reference 
works by which a students can understand what is precisely meant 
by the author contextually. The Sanskrit language is not only rich 
in a variety of meanings associated with the usage of words, but 
also has a precisely defined grammar aiding the correct 
interpretations. Therefore, usage of technical terms by philosopher 
would become unclear and imprecise, unless a Kosha is referred 
to by the student. 


The three famous Vedanta schools in Indian Philosophy have 
constantly interacted with each other in the form of disputation 
by scholars, writings of polemical works and their refutation etc. 
Dvaita school which came last historically has the benefit of 
some the greatest thinkers and logicians, who have composed 
great works like Tatparya Chandrika, Nyayamruta etc. The 
interpretation of philosophical terms in such works though 
apparent to the accomplished scholar of Dvaita Vedanta, can be 
difficult for students. Advaita and Vishishtadvaita schools have 
already published their Koshas, giving a great advantage in the 
study and understanding of those systems. It is now necessary 
that the students of Dvaita Vedanta should also be provided with 
such a Kosha.

While undertaking this work, we intend to achieve the following 
objectives, by taking note of results already achieved by other - 
Koshas and further improvements there on : 


i. The Kosha will be limited to words having special 
philosophical or interpretational significance. Common 
words which may have no special significance and are used 
for elaboration of meanings could be conveniently omitted. 


ii. There will not only be equivalent words describing the 
meaning, but usage of the same word in more than one sense 
according to context will also be interlinked with indices. 


iii. The word meanings will be given in equivalent words/ 
descriptive sentences in Kannada and English also, in 
addition to Sanskrit. 


iv. Descriptive annotations will be provided, when there are 
significant differences in the meanings of the same word/s 
used in different contexts by the same author/school or by 
different authors/schools. 


v Ineach case, bibliographical references will be provided 
by which the student can look into the original texts where 
the usage/meaning is noticed along with commentaries/sub- 
commentaries thereon. 


The Kosha which is expected to deal with approximately 1500 
words, will be around 1000 pages, to be brought out in single and 
concise volume. After completion of the first phase work we will 
prepare detailed Dvaita Kosha volume in near future.
